He has hope that as a 
result of all .this present criticism and effort to square religion 
honestly with the facts of present-day life, there will emerge 
"a rebirth of religion such as the world has never seen." If so, 
the apparently impious and irresponsible young people will 
be to thank for it.

"Blue Sky" Result*. 


"Blue sky" legislation to control the sale of doubtful stocks 


•is proving its value. In one state where laws have been estab- 
lished for this purp'ose within the last three months, the de- 
partment in charge has refused to approve $114,309,250 of 
stock of specified par value and 8,237,605 shares of stock of 
"no par" value. In addition the department revoked the cer- 
tificates of 52 corporations, along with other restrictive 
measures. 


That such action was justified in the great majority of in- 


stances is evidenced by the fact that, out of 147 corporations 
affected by the various decisions, only one has brought suit to 
contest the rulings. 


Aside from the check put upon the ill-advised schemes 


immediately in question, the "blue sky" provisions have an 
added value. They put some fear, at least, into the hearts of 
swindlers generally, and through the publicity attending their 
acts and decisions, they keep the public awake to the desira- 
bility of knowing each project before putting dollars into it.
